DROP CORNER IN EGGS. 



Declared to Have Uived Up Hope 
of Controlling riarket. 

Pittsburg wholesale dealers in 
eggs declare the big packing houses 
of the West have tired of storing 
eggs for speculative purposes, be- 
cause there is not as much money 
in eggs as in other food products. 
The Armours, Swifts and other 
western packing houses are said to 
have been shipping eggs as meat 
and getting a lower freight rate by 
one-half. The independent egg 
dealers laid in a complaint before 
the interstate commerce commission 
and all railroads have refused to 
carry eggs out of their class as a 
result. The fact that the market 
cannot be controlled has caused the 
packers to decide to leave the egg 
business alone. A slump in prices 
next winter is expected. 



Washington, Oct. 18.—The sur 
:un general of the army has 
concurred in the recommendation of 
Geo. Grant that John J. Smith, a 
member of the I'nited States Army- 
Corps, stationed at Fort Mott, N. 
J., who is said to have married a 
negress, be discharged from the 
army, "for the good of the service." 
This recommendation has been 
forwarded to the Secretary ot War 
for his action. 

Gen. Grant acted on the recom- 
mendation of Contract Surgeon 
Sparrenberg. post medical officer at 
Kort Mott, N. .1.. w ho complained of 
alleged misconduct on the part of 
Smith prior to his marriage, for 
which, he said, he lectured him. 
Smith wrote to the War Depart- 
ment inquiring il there was any 
reason why he should not be per- 
mitted to marry a colored woman, 
setting forth that her character 
was good and that he could es- 
tablish a good character for him- 
self by his record.

SHOWERS IN AFTERNOON. 

According to This Account They Are 
More Fiequent Than lathe 
Morning. 

"Did you ever stop to think 
about tile fact that we have more 
showers in the afternoon than we 
have in the morning, and lb 
causes which bring about this re 
suit?" asked a man who takes an 
interest in meteorological qttes 
lions, says the Mew Orleans 
Times Democrat. 

•'The chief factor is the upward 
movement of the air which is 
brought about by the heat. You 
see in clear weather the heat is 
not at its height until mid' 
The changes which set in as a re 
suit of the air movement in the 
afternoon, and the gradual with 
drawal of the sun's force as tin 
orb rolls down toward the west 
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nd a ratio between length 
and breadth of about 10 to 1 was 
maintained fairly well until ten 
years ago. when the Campania 
was built with a breadth of 63 
reel to a length of 600 feet. At 
present the dimensions exhibited 
in the Cedric and Cel 
S80 feet, breadth 75 fee 
mer Castle, length 570 feet, 
breadth <>4 feet, and other vessels 
indicate a decided tendency to- 
ward the establishment of a ratio 
,tf ;i to 1 The maximum beam 
does not yet exceed 78 feet, which 
is amply covered by "entrance locks 
and passages SO to 100 feel in 
width, constructed 50 years ago 
under the regime of paddle steam- 
ers. Consequently the increase in 
i-am has not had so perceptible 
n effect on dock construe! ion as 
the increase in length. 

Only In depth has the progress 
of naval roust ruction been lesn 
marked.
